This church house is one of the smallest church buildings 
in our Association, ar.d it was not thought possible for this 
building to accomodate the large crowd of Messengers and 
Visitors that would attend, but through the kindness and 
generosity of Rev. Edward Grayson of Jellico, Tennessee, a 
public address system was furnished, and five or six hundred 
people, though they could not all get into the building; were 
able to hear all the proceedings of the association. 

This church baptized 38 during the last associational year, 
which was the second largest number baptized by any church 
in the association.
